COOL ANDGLOUDY

Soaking Bains Fell Last Week
in Kansas.

Crop Condition Good, Says
Weather Bureau Report.

This week was unseasonably cool
and cloudy, witli high winds on sev-
eral days, according to the summary
of weather and crop conditions issued
by the weather bureau for the week
ending May 16.

Soaking rains, which exceeded two
inches in many northeastern counties,
fell tin Saturday and Sunday over all
the state except the southwest por-
tion and the extreme southeastern
counties, and were very beneficial. All
crops made a good growth and are
looking fine except south and west
from Dodge City, where the ground
is getting very dry on top, but even
in that district a surprising amount of
moisture is reported in the sub-so- il

and a few moderately heavy rains
soon would relieve the situation.

Wheat is, looking fine in all parts of
tne state except the southwestern, ana
in some central counties, where damage by the hessian flv: has interfered
with the outlook considerably. The
condition of oats: and- barley is re-
ported to be entirely satisfactory.

Planting, Corn Almost Finished.
Planting corn has been finished ex-

cept'- in - the more northern, counties,
where 'about three-fourt- of it is
done. The crop is coming up to, good
stands in all parts and cultivation is
well under way in many places, but
was .delayed by the rains the latter
part of the week. In the extreme
northeastern counties considerable
corn:,was washed out and will have to
betreDlanted.
7 Planting kafir has begun in several
counties.

Crops In Gxxl Condition.
Pastures and alfalfa, made a fine

growth generally. Alfalfa is begin
ning to bloom and the.first cutting has
begun in the south-centr- al and south-
eastern counties, with indications that
sfrwill' be general in another weeK.
This'cutting is very heavy.

Truck crops of all kinds were ben-
efited by the rains of the week and
have grown nicely. Early gardens are
plentiful. Fruit, except peaches, con-
tinues to promise a good crop. Straw
berries are ripening in the counties
along'the Oklahoma line.

Report From Washington.
- Summary of weather and crop con-
ditions in corn and wheat region for
the week ending April 16:

Washington, D. C, May 17. The
condition of corn has generally lm
pioved, except in some eastern states
where-i- t hag been too dry and in many
northern districts where it was too
cold and wet; corn planting is now in
progress in Michigan and southern
Minnesota.

In many sections wheat has con
tinued to improve, but considerable
wheat has been damaged by insects in
the central Mississippi valley and por-
tions of the Plains states, and some in-

iurv by frost and cold weather in the
Rocky Mountain and northern Pacific
regions. In California all grain crops
have been damaged by dry weather.

Spring wheat seeding is progressing
along tne nortnern Doraer.

Oats sowing is being pushed In
northern portion of New Tork and
Michigan, while the crop is ripening in
Txas and is being harvested in the
Smith Atlantic states.

The weather is mostly favorable
for oats pastures and meadows. Gar
den truck, as a rule, is doing well.

Carranza Convinced That TT. S. Does
Not Intend to Intervene.

Washington, May 17- Genuine re-
lief over the Mexican situation was
evident in administration circles to-
day. The principal cause was the
assurance conveyed to President Wil-
son and his cabinet yesterday, through
Secretary Baker, that the Carranza
government now is convinced the
United States has no intention of in-

tervening in Mexican politics and that
consequently resentment against the
punitive expedition is rapidly decreas-
ing.

She declares
that he possesses both a violent tem-
per and violent hands, the latter of

She says he stays out late and re-

acter." Mrs. Sweet says his presence
in the household became unbearable
and that just about that time he left.

Then she lists their respective prop-
erty at the time they were married.
She says she owned two horses, one
cow, one wagon and a lot of household
goods. She says he had a plow, a
wagon and a moving van. But, she
says, hejtold her he owned a house,
loctated ; on - two lots on East Fifth
street upon which there was only $100
due.

Btitler and Sims if he
heatd the explosion and if the police
gbfjbusy, he (Sims) was to remain
across the street opposite the store,
and if any police showed up was to
fire his gun, which would be a sig-
nal to Butler. After Butler ws in
the store about 15 minutes, he (Sims)
heard the explosion, saw lights lit in
several houses, saw one man come' to
his door in Uhe house opposite the
store. In about five minutes Butler
whistled, which' waa the signal for
Sims to come to him.

"He (Sims) joined Butler in front
of the store and they went north on
Branner street one block and turned
west one-ha- lf block and went north
down the alley, where they took the
money out of the money drawer, put it
in a cigar box and threw the money
drawer and some papers away in the
alley. They then went diagonally
across the street to the Santa Fe fence,
one-ha- lf block west of the Lake street
viaduct, down around the boiler and
coach 'shop and out on Adams street
near First street, across Adams street
and up the alley in the rear of the
house at 127 Adams street. When
Butler and he (Sims) got back to the
house. Nelson was there. It was about
4 o'clock in the morning when they
arrived at the house. Bennie Nelson's
wife and Hazel Estis were up and
dressed when they got there. Bill
Butler threw the box down on the ta-
ble and said to the women. We'll live
for a while.

"Bennie said he would take care of
the stuff and took the box and the
papers and went out doors. The pa
pers were some that they could not
tell what they were in the dark alley
and were not thrown away before.
Bennie tepk the papers in the cellar
and burned them. He (Sims) didn't
know what he did with the money.
Butler took five dollars out of the box
and gave it to him (Sims). Most of
this money was in silver quarters. But-
ler would not let him (Sims) go home
that night. He said he was afraid the
police would see him out at that hour
of the morning and pick him up. But-
ler also saie. he would shoot him
(Sims) if he ever told anything about
it. He (Sims) went home that morn
ing about 6 o'clock, after sleeping for
a short time on the couch in Butler s
house.

"A little after 7 o'clock that same
morning (Sunday) he went away on
an all-da- y picnic and returned home
about 11 o clock that night. When he
came home his mother told him that a
handkerchief bearing his initials had
been found in the store where the safe
had been robbed. He then pretended
to go to bed and go to sleep. When
he thought everybody was asleep, hegot up and went over to Butler's
house on Adams street and told him
what he had learned about the hand-

FILE COUNTER CLAIM

Palace Clothing Company Asks Judg
ment Against Mrs. Crosby.

Mrs. Flora Crosby, brought suit
some time ago against H. A. Auerbach
and H. A. Guettel to collect money al
leged to be due for rental of a build
ing adjoining the Palace Clothing
com Dan v.

The defendants filed answer in the
district court late Tuesday afternoon
asking for judgment against Mrs.
Crosby for $52,362.50, alleging that
they "were deprived of the building
upon which they held a lease and were
damaged to that extent. They allege
that following the fire which destroy
ed the Palace Clothing company they
were dispossessed of the Crosby build
ing upon which they were paying a
rental of $225 a month and upon
which thev held a lease good until
February 15, 1917. They hold that
the rental was worth $400 a month
and that consequently they have been
losing $175 a month. That accounts
for $362.50. The other $50,000 is
damage they claim they sustained
when they were forced to move into a
less suitable building following the
fire.
